Ireland is still the land of long hair 
The fashion íor cropped tresses—intro- 
. duced as a utilitarian measure during the 
War years, when to munition workers long 
hair was a positive peril, and to nurses, 
W.A.A.C.s, W.R.N.s and other women 
on active service a decided nuisance— 
seemed to sweep the world with successive 
waves of ‘‘ bob,” “ shingle,’’ “ bingle ’’ 
and “ Eton crop.” In the humbler walks 
of life, at least, Ireland was not converted ; 
but Spain was not so fortunate, and in 
the general sacrifice of raven hair the 
famous “ kiss-curl ” had to go. A friend 
of mine who has recently returned from a 
holiday in Madrid tells me that longer 
locks are coming into their own again, and 
the senoritas now can be seen wearing 
from one to ten dark curls, fixed down 
with’ seap or cosmetics, and carefully 
arranged across their brow and rovnd their 
ears. Those in the fashion almost invari- 
ably dye their finger nails red, but face 
powder is hardly ever used. 


New-found Freedom. 


The coming of the Republic has vrought 
a new freedom to the young women of 
Spain, hitherto almost as closely guarded 
as in a zenana. The once ine yitable 
duenna is dying of neglect, and there 
seems to be complete liberty, he tells’ me.

The King’s Plates. 


A recent question in the House of 
Commons prompts a correspondent to 
send me some particulars about the King’s 
Plates in Ireland over two centuries ago. 
It would appear that the Kine’s Plate 
was competed for as early as 1696. 
letter written from Dublin" Castle in 
September of that year the following item 
of news occurs: ‘‘ Lord Mountrath went 
yesterday to the Curragh ... to see the 
Plate run for.” In the following year 
John Philips was paid £103 16s. for “a 
Piece of Plate run for om the Curragh of 
Kildare the 16th instant (September), and 
of his Majesty’s bounty, given vearly for 
encouragement to breed horses.” When we 
come to the early eighteenth century, it 
is recorded that Lord Massereene won the 
Queen’s Plate at the Curragh on .lulv 
26th, 1710, and was paid £135. An official 
notice was published in the D:-hlin Gazette 
dated. August 4th, 1711, which reads: 
“The Plates given by her Majesty. will 
be run forion-the Curragh of Kildare on 


Wednesday and Friday in the first week ' 


in September next, and to be continued 
yearly for the future. . .”’ 


Escapes from “Whiosnade. 


Your reeent reference to the .London 
7, leál “Society's open-aig’ “ 2oo ””pe- 
minded mé “(Writes a correspondent) that 
in: the course of a visit to Whipsnade some 
time ago I was much attracted by the 
antics of a small Chinese deer known. as 
the muntjac, which roamed freely ahout 
the grounds. These animals were about 
the size of large hares. They came owite 
close to visitors until something frightened 
them, when they showed a surprising turn

of speed. The muntjacs have been in 
Whipsnade since its establishment three 
years ago, and have bred’ several’ times. 
When the reservation was first constructed 
the authorities considered that the outer 
fences were proof against any attempts 
by climbing or jumping animals to escape; 
but T am afraid that they will have to 
revise this. opinion so far as the murtjac 
is concerned ; for that fleet-footed creature 
has been seen in other pastures al the 
Chiltern Hills: Farmers and gardeners 
are already complaining of his ravages 
among their green vegetables. They are 
wondering also whéther the muntjac may 
not, be followed out of captivity by some 
other omnivorous undesirables, such as the 
‘Amherst pheasant and the brush turkey. 
Indeed, the damage done by the musk. rat 
has ‘already shown that the practice of 
acclimatising strange animals is one that 
should be pursued with great caution. 


Swift “Kills - Old Moore. 


In the library of the National Labora- 
toty of Psychical. Research in London i: 
a curious. collection of almanacs - and 
prophecies, one of which bears the modest 
title: “ A Nunnes Prophesie of the fall of 
Friers. Contayning the Downfall of the 
Pope by. the. Unieorne. of the West. 


Prophesied 300 years ago ind fulfilled in 
this present age,“ 1615.” ~ Perhaps, the 
most interesting almanack is Dean Swift’s 
‘ Predictions for the year 1708.” written 
under the .pen-name of Isaa¢ ‘Bickerstaff, 
‘‘ to prevent the people of England being 
further imposed upon by vulgar almanack- 
makers ’’—a hit at John Partridye, the 
“ Old Moore ” of Swift’s day. The most 
startling of Swift's predictions was that 
on the 29th March, at eleven o'clock, 
“ Partridge, the almanack maker. shou). 
infallib'y die of ‘a raging fever.” « On 
March 30th Swift issued a‘ statement to 
the Pres: that Partridge had died accord. 
ing to the prediction. Entering into the 
joke: the Press published accounts of th: 
prophet’s end, and soon penny elegies were 
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on sale in the stpeefs, and. Parfridge's 
name was struck off the rolls at Stationers’ 
Hall. Partridge was moved to publish » 
special almanack to prove his continued 
existence, and foolishly added that he haa 
heen alive “on the day when the knave 
Bickerstaff asserted he had died of fever.” 
To this Swift replied bv issuing ‘ Bicker. 
staff's Almrnack, or a Vindication of the 
Stars," 1799, nroving that Partridge had 
really died. All London levched rt th 
ioke, and the almanack trade was killed 
for many a day. 


Quayside Fishine. 


If you wander..down the Dublin dock- 
side any evening towards dusk, you wil! 
find the dwellers of the neighbourhood 
fiseing. Some are fishimg for conger eels, 
while others are trving for the fresh water 
variety. Passing down that way the other 
evening, I stopped to talk with a couple of 
the fishermen, and learnt some interesting 
facts. about -their hobby. With other 
things, I was surprised to learn that fresh 
water.eels will. fetch more per pound, than 
salmon. The trouble is to catch enough of 
them ; for they weigh very light, and it is 
a fortunate fisherman who makes a catch 
weighing a pound. Some of the fishers try 
first to catch a fresh Water eel; so that 
they may’ use it for bait to land a tonger ; 
for the average fresh water eel is not worth 
selling, while the cohger will provide a 
wholesome’ jhd tasty . meal... Other, fish 
which tome up the harbour are bass and 
pollock, while numbers of salmon are also 
taker —but these latter. are, of course, the 
preserve of the licensed fishermen.. Many 
a pleasant evening is passed. by the quay- 
side dwellers in. this. fashion, while the 
reward is usually the next day’s dinner or 
breakfast.

THE REV. F. 0. M. WATTERS, D.D. 


The Rev. Frank O. M. Watters, M.A., 
D.D., a former minister of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, and for some years a 
mivister of the Presbyterian Church in 
South Africa, has died at his residence, near 
Cape Town.

R. CHARLES MANNERS, speaking at 
M the meeting of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesteruay in Clery’s Kestavrant, 
said that he was out solely for a cause—thac 
of giving grand opera ard good music by 
the public, tor the public, witnout a tarthing 
on tue rates or taxes, or subsidies. 
Neither Lis wife nor himself, he said,

tons of music gratis. He alded that he 
would rather be one man among £0,000 people 
carrying one brick to build an orera house 
than to be made a duke. He yielded t. no 
onc in wanting to give the very highest 
artistic performances, but money could live 
without art, while art could not live without 
money, and his point was to get them togetuer 
as much as possible. 

Why, he asked, was music in such a bad 
way? They all confessed that they wanted 
a concert hall, an opera house, and oppor- 
tunities for discovering new talent, and, when 
it was discovered, the best way of educating 


it. 

They all knew that there was not so mch 
good music in Dublin as there was twenty 
years ago, and it would go on like that if 
people continued doing things in the same 


way. 
START IN THE AUTUMN. 

“We don’t realise how deficient we are 
iu this matter of music,” said Mr. Manners, 
‘and this state of affairs in our music pro- 
fession will continue until we start building 
from the ground to get properly organised, 
like any other profession. hope’ in the 
autumn or winter to take some small hall in 
Dubiin, and to advertise a few little friendly 
chats on voice production and acting, and 
[ am hoping that there may be a few people 
who might like to exchange views on music 
to our mutual benefit.’ 

Continuing, Mr, Manners said that miliions 
of money were not wanted to provide a hail 
and to lay the foundation of a good opera 
scheme.

Addressing the Grand Jury, his lordship 
said that .t was very pleasant for him on this, 
his first visit to Fermanagh as His Majesty's 
going Judge of Assize, to find that such a 
satisfactory state of law and order existed in 
their county. The County Inspector’s report 
showed that there was virtually no serious 
crime in Fermanagh since the last Assizes. 
and, best of all that, there was no suspicion 
of organised crime throughout the county. 
This state of affairs was not unusual. It was 
common knowledge, indeed, that. their county 
possessed a splendid reputation as being a 
peaceable and law-abiding county. He was 
told that there were no bills to go before 
them. Such breaches of the law which had 
occurred had been dealt with at the Quarter 
Sessions.

The American Crisis. 


The United States Congress has risen 
after one of the longest and most dis- 
quieting sessions in its history. American 
government has known many crises, but 
we may doubt if it ever has faced a crisis 
go sweeping in its dimensions, and so 
manifold in its aspects, as the trouble 
which confronts it to-day. The trade 
returns are a fair index. Not for twenty- 
one years, says the Commerce Depart- 
ment, have exports fallen bélow the 
figure for the first six months of this 
year, and imports are smaller than they 
have been at any time since 1915, when 
ali Europe was in the grip of war. The 
significance of these figures is not 
apparent at first sight. America’s pros- 
perity, in the accepted sense of the word, 
did not begin until the Great War was 
over, and a fairer comparison—that is to 
fay, a comparison with the post-war 
‘boom ” years—would show the real 
extent of her fall. Certainly she never 
has seen—no country ever has seen—a 
roll of unemployment comparable with 
that which threatens the statesmen of | 
Washington at present. The President 
of the American Federation of Labour 
estimates it at 11,000,000 persons, and 
prophesies that the national distress wil] 
reach a climax in “food riots’’ during 
the coming winter. Discontent is rife. 
The deputies departed from Congress last 
Saturday through a crowd of starving 
ex-Soldiers, clamouring for payment of 
their War bonuses. 

Congress was faced with two main 
problems—in the first place, a Budget 
deficit of something over 3,000,000,000 
dollars. It has made one notable 
contribution towards this end in the 
Tax Bill, which is calculated to yield 
about one-third of the necessary sum. . A 
decrease of 150,000,000 dollars in Govern- 
ment expenditure has been approved, and 
various schemes for the expansion of the 
currency, though fiercely combated, may 
help matters. Most of the session, how- 
ever, was devoted to emergency legislation 
for. purposes of relief. The new Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, sponsored 
by President Hoover, the Home Loans 
Banks Bill and the Emergency Relief Bill, 
in effect, authorise the State to lend 
nearly £1,000,000,000 for the alleviation of 
distress and the repair of 
tottering industry. On the strength of 
these sweeping measares President. 
Hoover hopes to be returned to office in 
November. If they succeed, he will 
deserve to be returned; for the whole 
burden of them has been borne on his 
shoulders. Congress, during its last ses- 
sion, reached depths of incapacity which 
argue ill for the country’s immediate 
future. Where a transcendent effort was 
needed to overcome America’s hour of 
trial there was little save futile bicker- 
ings between the two great parties, petty 
recrimination, and a flat refusal to join 
in the elaboration of a common policy. 
Congress stands discredited in the United 
States and elsewhere. 

To-day the United States, the largest of 
the western nations, has not the ghost of 
a policy. She possesses no statesmen 
approaching thé first rank; she has no 
idea whither she is tending internally, 
and she vacillates in her attitude towards 
the problems of the world. Having reared 
a magnificent, and seemingly impregnable, 
structure of trade, she watches it fall .to 
pieces, and does not know what she will 
rear in its place. The more intelligent of 
her politicians have drawn certain logical 
conclusions. They have watched the Euro- 
pean crisis which preceded the crisis in 
America ; they have studied its causes and 
development, and have applied their 
reasoning to their domestic problem. 
These men see, and confess that they see, 
only one hope. America’s policy of isola- 
ition’ from the affairs of the world lasted 
until every other country was beaten to its 
knees, and then the hard forces, which 
decree that no country shall be an 
economic law unto itself, cam> into opera- 
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| than the truth. It is a far cry to the | 


first quarter of the seventeenth century 
when, as Minister of Louis the Just, 
Richelieu made France a nation 
in the teeth of domestic. turmoils. Un- 
happily, it is a further cry from the 
pugnacious insistence of modern countries 
upon rights and forms to that genuine 
anxiety ‘for “valuable results by which 
Richelieu extricated his people from 
the quarrels that the war of the three 
Henrys had bequeathed. The real merit of 
his administration lay in ability to note 
the comparative signs of his own times. 


with Gustavus Adolphus—it was scarcely 
forty years since Paris had preferred 
starvation to a Huguenot King—against 
the Hapsburgs. A French edition of 
the theme which Germany expresses in 
Deutschland úber allies was his goa], and 
he accomplished it by a whole-hearted 
jettisoning of all prejudices. Untroubled 
by considerations of democracy, he en- 
forced his own broadmindedness upon his 
compatriots. Religious, political and 
social traditions were thrown into the 
crucible of a renascent France; not even 
external hates were allowed to interfere 
with his programme. It was no matter 
to Armand du Plessis if his foreign policy 
was unpopular at home; he was concerned 
only with its value to the State of which 
he was Minister. “I have been severe 
to some in order to be good to all,’’ he 
wrote in his Mémoires ; and, if his severity 
on occasions was undue, at least the 
France of the Grand Monarque was his 
monument. His chief fault was that he 
crushed local liberties too sternly: the 
fault of statesmen to-day is that they 
permit too much to them. Richelieu, in 
spite of his error, built a nation which 
was the envy of Europe—even Frederick 
the Great, years afterwards, said that the 
fairest vision of any ruler was to dream 
that he was King of France. To-day 
politicians fear to offend noisy sections of 
the community, and little is built for the 
future. 


English in Egypt. 


Some six hundred graduates of British 
universities have proposed that English 
shall become an international language at 
the cost of its spelling. Simplify the 
spelling, they say—in other words, deform 
the language—and every people will 
hasten to employ the deformed language 
as its second tongue. Even if this proposal 
were not ridiculous, it could be condemned 
as unnecessary. The English language is 
extending its sway steadily throughout the 
world despite its handicap of difficult and 
illogical spellings; it has come to be an 
almost indispensable instrument of inter- 
national ‘trade. Now the fact is impressing 
itself on Nationalist Egypt, which has no 
special love for British institutions’. Two 
foreign languages—English and French— 
are compulsory in the Egyptian schools. 
and the results of recent examinations 
tuggest that the curriculum cannot support 
both. The general line. taken by the native 
(Arabic) Press is that one of them must be 
dropped, and there is an almost. universal 
preference for the retention of English. 
A foreign language,* these newspapers 
argue, is needed by Egyptian students, 
since Arabic is useless for the acquisition of 
modern scientific knowledge. That foreign 
language ought to be English because the 
world to-day is dominated by “ Atlantic 
cifilisation.”” The Wafdist organ, Al 
Balagh, also commends the English 
system of education, which is thorough 
where others are superficial. Nevertheless, 
while English is thus recommended by 
native opinion, the Cairo Correspondent of 
The Times reveals the curious fact that 
its teachers, who are all British subjects, 
receive small encouragement from their 
own Government. When French and 
Italian teachers have completed their con- 
tracts with the Egyptian Government they 
can count upon positions in their home 
services. The English teachers have no 
such security, and consequently the best 
type of British schoolmaster is not 
attracted to Egypt. If British policy 
really were the Machiavellian and ruth- 
less thing which somo people delight to 
fancy, we might suppose that it would 
grudge.no expense upon the propagation 
of English in foreign lands.

ACTION. 


LE ITER TO BRITISH 
PREMIER. 


ec time ago, at the instance of the 
Dublin Corporation, Mr. John J. 
Reynolds, Curator of the Mam 
Gallery of Modern Art, Dublin, compiled 
in booklet form a statement of claim for 
the return to Dublin of the 39 Lane 
Bequest pictures now at the Tate main 
London. This brochure was wide 
circulated in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and amongst those who received copies was 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the British 
Premier. It was understood that this 
“ statement of claim ” made a good im- 
pression in many quarters, and that it has 
since been the cause of interest, which has 
not been allowed to decline. 

About a fortnight ago a further step 
was taken by Mr. Gerald Sherlock, City 
Manager to the Dublin Corporation, who 
drew up and forwarded to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald a full and formal claim on 
behalf of the Municipal Council of Dublin 
for the return of the Lane Bequest 
ictures. A formal acknowledgment of the 
it Manager's letter has been now re- 
ceived, and it is hoped that this con- 
troversy has entered on a final and: 
favourable stage. 


THE NEW GALLERY. 

The matter has become urgent in the 
minds of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen ana 
Councellors, who authorised the ‘‘ state- 
ment of claim ” over a year ago by reasou 
of the fact that Charlemont House, the 
new Municipal Art Gallery in Parnell 

uare, is nearing completion. A sum of 

.000 was allocated for the conversion 
of Charlemont House into its present suit- 
able design as a gallery for pictures and 
sculpture, and a museum of antiques. 

The Corporation was moved to provide 
this new building as a Gallery of Modern 
Art in order that the pictures beqaeathed 
to Dublin by the late Sir Hugh Lane 
might, in accordance with his expressed 
desire, be properly housed. The Gallery, 
in every respect, will falfil the wishes 
of Sir Hugh Lane. A separate room, to 
be known as the “ Hugh Lane Room,” 
has been prepared to contain the '' 36 
Lane Bequest Pictures."’ This room and 
the other rooms of the Gallery 
have been constructed on the most modern 
lines as regards lighting and hanging 
facilities, and when the Gallery is com 
pleted Dublin will possess as handsome a 
Gallery of its size as may be seen in aiy 
modern city. 

THE FORMAL OPENING. 


It is expected that the contractors for 
the Charlemont House Gallery will hand 
over the building to the Corporation in 
October, and that some six weeks later it 
will be dried and fit for the hanging of 
the pictures. Early in December the 
Gallery will be formally opened for the 
use of the public. It is to be hoped that 
at that date Charlemont House will not 
only contain the Harcourt. street co:lec- 
tion, bet also the Lane pictures. 

An ornament of note in the Gallery 
will be a portrait bust of Sir Hugh Lane 
by Mr. Albert Power, R.H.A. 


COLONEL CANE’S 
FUNERAL. 


ADDRESS BY THE 
REV, E. L. B. BARKER.

Colonel’ Claude Cane, who died at his 
residence, St. Wolstan’s, Celbridge, Co. 
Kildare, last Friday, was buried at Mount 
Jerome Cemetery, Dublin, yesterday, im the 
presence of a large number of mourners, 1- 
cluding many prominent Freemasons. 

Before the interment a Service was held 
at the Celbridge Parish Church, the Rev. 
E. L. B. Barker (Rector of Killiney) and 
Canon Crozier (Rector of St. Ann's, 
Dawson street, Dublin) officiating. Dr. 
Kennedy (Dean of Christ Church) and Canon 
Crozier conducted the burial Service. The 
organist at. the church was Mr. H. C. 
Shellard, Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Freemasons of Ireland. 

In an address at the church, the Rector 
of Killiney spoke of Colonel Cane as a man 
of strong character and striking personality, 
whose presence added dignity and force to 
any company, and whose conversation 
adorned it. He was a man of many parts— 
scholar, big game hunter, enthusiastic Free- 
mason, devoted Churchman and a simple 
Christian. He could speak nine languages, 
and had made a study of comparative 
religion. His was a full life of more than 
three score years and ten. 

“Of his character,” said Mr. Barker, ‘it 
ia not easy to speak. One had to know him 
well to understand and appreciate him as he 
deserved. He did not fit into any conven- 
tional mould. Perhaps the most promiuent 
of his characteristics were a high sense of 
duty, honesty of purpose, and sincerity in 
action ; a courage, physical and moral, quite 
remarkable, and a confident faith in God as 
Divine Architect of the Universe and the 
Father of Mankind.” 


MAN OF SIMPLE FAITH. 


Referring to the many occasions on which 
Colonel Cane had got up from a sick bed to 
struggle to meetings in Dublin, Mr. Barker 
said that nothing could deter him from doin 
what he felt to be his duty. Though he ha 
much sympathy with the faults and failings 
of human nature, he disliked intensely that 
which. savoured of ‘ant or insincerity, 
Honesty was in his opinions, sincerity in his 
actions. His own views he held with a 
tenacity which one could not but admire, 
yet he respected the convictions of those who 
differed from him. 

Of his courage it was hardly necessary to 
speak. It revealed itself in his bearing, us 
well as in his words and actions..

Trade Union Amalgamation. 


Several plans for the formation of | 


unions by the amalgamation of the var 
bodies connected with particular 
dustries have failed to materialise in th 
past few years. The proposal, howe, 
for the fusion of the unions in the blea 
ing, dyeimg, finishing, and calico-printing 
trades is meeting with more success, and 
has received the unanimous approval of t 
Bolton . Amalgamation, which has a 
membership of 200,000. The combined 
union will include five different bodies, re- 
presenting about 800,000 workers employed 
in Lancashire, Yorkshire, Cheshire, Derby- 
shire and parts of Scotland. In three 
cases complete unions will join the new 
federation, while in two instances workers 
in the bleaching trade who are in other 
unions will join. 


The Provincial Police. 


Some time ago a Select Committee was 
appointed to inquire into the case for 
amalgamating the smaller police forces 
the country with the larger bodies. The 
idea was to bring the police forces of all 
boroughs with a population of under 
seventy-five thousand into line with the 
county police. The Committee reports, 
however,’ that it has decided against the 
proposal, after making allowances for all 
the suggested advantages. It holds that no 
county borough, however small, ought to 
be deprived of any powers which it al- 
ready—possesses. At the same time, the 
Committee recommends that legislation 
shall be introduced, providing for the 
merging of the county forces and the 
separate police forces of all county 
boroughs with a population of thirty 
thousand, with the one exception of 
Windsor, where very. special conditions 
prevail. There are at present 181 separate 
police forces in England and Wales, and

The Secretary of the London Stock 
Exchange General Purposes. Committee 
yesterday announced that if non-assented 
Five per Cent.

‘annuities and other payments from the 


Trish Free State to Great Britain, and th» 
War debt payments made until the Hoover 
moratorium from Britain to the United 
States, is not accepted in British official 
circles, says the Press Association's 
Diplomatic Correspondent. 

Attention is centred particularly on that 
part of the statement issued yesterday, in 
which Mr. de Valera says that. the pevple 
of Southern Ireland “ are being unjustly 
compelled to bear the crushin "iatden ol 
these payments, the magnitude of which 
can best be realised by noting that they 
are equivalent to an annual payment by 
Britain of over £330,000,000, that is ten 
times the amount Britain was recentiy 
paying to the United States. Since the 
establishment of the frish Free State 
the total payments made are equivalent 
to a yment by Britain of over 
£3,300, ,000.”' 

It may be presumed that in making 
these calculations Mr. de Valera is using 
the comparison between the ° taxable 
capacity of Great Britain and that of the 
Irish Free State, which was made in 1925 
for the purpose of calculating the Irish 
Free State share of the service of the 


public debt of the United Kingdom under 


Article 5 of the Treaty. At that time it 
was generally agreed that the taxable 
capacity of the Free State could then be 
taken as about one-sixty-sixth of that of 
the United Kingdom as a whole. 


GENEROUS GESTURE. 


It is not understood why Mr. de Valera 
should speak of the payments made by the 
Irish Free State to Great Britain as ‘‘a 
crushing burden.’’ 

Such a statement could only be appro- 
— if the payments made by the Irish 

ree State were a tribute, or even a con- 
tribution, from one Government to the 
other. 

So far from being asked to pay a tribute 
the Irish Free State was in 1925 entirely 
released from its Treaty liability to con- 
tribute to the service of the public debt of 
the United Kingdom, which had been in- 
curred for the joint benefit of all the 
people of the United Kingdom, including 
those now belonging to the Free State. 
Such a contribution to joint public debt 
is normally payable when ono area is 
separated financially from another, and the 
release of all such obligation was a signal 
act of generosity on the part of Great 
Britain, and was so recognised in both 
countries at the time. 

The payments which the Irish Free 
State actually did agree to make are an 
entirely different character from anything 
in the nature of a tribute. Of the total 
bayments, amounting to £5,.,000,000 a 
year, about £3,000,000 is accounted for hr 
the Jand annuities. This latter payment 
does not appear in the Free State Budget, 
but is made direct from the fund into 
which the tenant-purchasers pay their 
annuities in order to repay with interest 
the amounts advanced to enable them to 
buy their land. It is only a charge on 
the Budget if the tenants default; 

The annuity of £600,000 payable to the 
British Local Loans Fund is of a similar 
character; since it represents the repay- 
ment of money advanced to local authori- 
ties for various public works. 


PENSIONS QUESTION. 


The net burden on the Irish Free State 
Budget of the payménts other than the 
Jand annuities and the local loans annui- 
ties is thus about £1,400,000 a year. 

The bulk of these payments is in re- 
spect of judicial, civil, and Royal Irish 
Constabulary panes: and represents a 
normal part of the co:ts of any adminis- 
tration. © Figures published in the Dail 
show that out of the payments which the 
Irish Free State make to the British 
Government for these pensions, about 
£1,000,000 returns to the Free State pen- 
sioners, who are resident there; a further 
£2,000,000 is paid by the British Govern- 
ment to such residents who are entitled 
to war pensions, and about £250,000 by 
way of ordinary military and naval re- 
tired pay and pensions. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the pay- 
ments to which Mr. de Valera refers as 
crushing consist either of private payments 
in the nature of rent or repayment of loans 
advanced for public works, which form no 
burden on the Free State Budget, or else 
are mainly normal administrative expenses 
such as pensions, which all Governments 
have to bear. Of the total payments made 
a large part are retained in the Irish Free 
State, and represent no burden on its 
balance of payments.

- field's £40,000 speed boat, Miss 
England III., on Loch Lomond yesterday, 
broke the world’s water-speed record on 
two occasions. 

In his first trial northward the run was 
made at 117.10 miles per hour, and his 
southward run at a speed of 117.43 miles 
per hour. 


THE SECOND ATTEMPT. 


In his second attempt he covered the 
measured mile in the northern run at an 
average speed of 120.50 statute miles an 
hour, and the southern run at an average 
of 119.81. miles per hour. 

The previous record of 111.65 miles per 
hour was attained by Commodore Wood, 
the American. 

In a third -trial, in which Kaye Don 
experimented with a different type of pro- 
peller, a speed of 119.12 miles per hour 
was attained. 

Miss England’s engines will be sent back 
to Derby to-day for inspection before the 
boat is sent to America for the inter- 
national race in September. 

Commodore Gar Wood cabled the follow. 
ing message to Lord Wakefield: “I extend 
my sincere congratulations for your success- 
ful activity in speed on water.’’

The car left the course and hit a bank, 
but Don clang desperately to the wheel 
and was unhurt.

Farmers will have no money to 
do any thopping, and consequently city 
business firms will have to dispense with 
possibly half of their employés. 

Developing this point still further, he 
mentioned a curing firm, whose trade in 
bacon is fifty per cent. English, and sail

NO CATTLE ARRIVE FROM 
FREE STATE. 

There were no arrivals of cattle from 
the Irish Free State at the Port of Liver- 
pool yeterday. Six head of cattle and 
936 sheep from the Irish Free State were 
discharged at the Birkenhead  lairages 
during the week-end, compared with an 
average week-end consignment of 900 
cattle and 2,000 sheep. 

Nearly 900 Canadian cattle arrived 
during the week-end, so that the average 
supply for the market was maintained. 
Buyers from various parts of the country 
attended Birkenhead Meat Market yes 
terday, but prices showed no. appreciable 
advance on the slight increase notified 
last Friday. 

HOW PROVISIONS FARE. 

Our Liverpool correspondent says:— 
The new tariff dues on produce from the 
Irish Free State are having, so far, little 
or no effect on the imports of bacon, 
butter and eggs. All are perishable, and 
are in competition with supphes from 
others quarters which are sufficient for 
present needs. Curers are sélling 
bacon at the old rates, paying the duty 
themselves. They have a special class of 
trade which they must retain at all costs. 

Some of the factories are storing the 
butter, but eventually, it is asserted, this 
must come into line with Continental and 
Colonial makes. It would appear that 
the fact of buyers being well stocked at 
present has more to do with the slackness 
of demand and imports than have the 
duties. 

Egys are coming forward just as freely, 
and shippers continue to compete with the 
other sources of supply. Owing to the 
ample supplies from other quarters, the 
public will not be required to pay more 
for bacon, butter or eggs from the Irish 
Free State.

AMENDMENTS FORESHADOWED. 


Mr. 8. BROWN described the measure as 
the most important and drastic that had come 
before that House.

To deal with that bill there 
should be no question of obstruction or delay. 
They were assuréd by the Ministry that the 
bill was necessary (in the ctisis which they 
had created), but they stated it was neces- 
sary, and that if deprived of the weapon which 
the bill gave them, they would not have fair 
play. He, therefore, thought, though he said 
it with reluctance, that they ought to give a 
second reading to the bill at once.

The dangers of the bill were so many 
and so obvious that they .could not let 
it go through without comment or considera- 
tion and, + he submitted, recommendation.

THE LOADED DICE. 

He looked upon arbitration as a method of | 
settling international disputes as of the 
reatest consequence to the world as a whole. 
Hie regarded it as practically the only way in 
which war was to be avoided, and because 
of that he could not agree to the principle 
that any geographical restrictions should be 
made as to personnel, and thus add to the 
difficulty of securing agreement by arbitra- 
tion. He would oppose it on that general 
principle, and particularly as regarded this 
country, because the disputes that were likely 
to arise in the Commonwealth, as far as this 
country wag concerned, were disputes with 
Great Britain, and when the two countries 


Free State would not possess anything like 
the influence that Britain possessed on the 
individual . citizens of the Commonwealth. 
Human beings being human, their opinions 
were open to prejudice and bias, and even 
the very best judges found it difficult to keep 
their personal feelings clear of prejudice. 
Eminent jurists told him that the develop- 
ment of British law had been to no small 
extent due to the fact that the judges of the 
day lived not in abstraction from the lives of 
the ple, but were influenced by the sur- 
rounding circumstances. If that were so, how 
could a nation in which there were such big 
interests at stake hand them over without 
the greatest care in examining the composi- 
tion of the body which was to detérmine 
the issue? not used an 
nnfair simile he said that the 
dice would. be loaded against the Free 
State. Even in a world tribunal the small 
country was bound. to have the balance 
weighed somewhat against it. 

Mr. MILROY—You are hopeless then. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that they were not 
hopeless, but in consenting'to arbitration they 
recognised that the smaller nation was at a 
disadvantage. The alternative might be still 
worse, because the big battalions also had 
their influence in other methods of dealing 
with such an issue.

There had been talk about giving way 
in this matter. Surely, if there was to 
be giving way it was the big Power to whom 
the £5,000, 000 was, relatively a  bagatelle, 
and not the small State to whom it was a 
considerable portion of its revenue that 
should give’ way.. ‘In this case he had gone 
out of his way to meet the British and 
to Cm and he was prepared to do 
everything except to surrender the rights nf 
the Irish people in this matter. We may 
at the moment be anxious about the situa- 
tion. It may be a drastic step to put an 
émbargo upon our trade with Britain. That 
would be a step that an Executive Council 
would be very slow to take on its own 
initiative, but when it has been 
forced. upon us, it is encouraging 
to realise that the result of it will be 
to put this nation in the direction of securing 
the type of economy which will be better for 
her citizens and safer for the State as a 
whole. 

PEOPLE WILL BE FED. 

In the past we recognised that our weakness 
economically was the fact that we had but 
one market for the greater portion of our 
exports. We are being driven now, whether 
we like it or not, to trving to get alternative 
markets, and to producing the things that can 
be sold in other markets. Orie thing that is not 

oing to happen is that more people will be 
ungry. ere will be more food in the 
country, and it will be the business of the 
Executive Council to see ‘that all the hungry 
dond” will be fed; to see that the people who 
ave not, had enough food will have sufficient ; 
to see that the children who had not been 
getting milk or butter would be able to get 
oth. 

Senator GOGARTY—And those who make 
the butter will get nothing. 

Mr. DE VALERA—They will. get more 
than they have been getting for some years 
past. We are going to bring about a’ position 
In which our people, will feed. and clothe 
themselves, and, if we have to sell at a sacri- 
fice in order to buy what we have not got 
and cannot produce here, we will be all the 
more inclined to keep our imports to the 
lowest possible level 


WHAT THE FUTURE HOLDS. 

He agreed that the whole matter was not 
an easy one. It was so difficult that no 
Executive Council would face it of its own 
initiative. Those who talked of it as a 
blessing in disguise said to themselves: 
“Very well, this thing which we wo-'! not 
have ourselves either the courage to do or 
our people the endurance to put up with, 
under the pressure of external circumstances, 
we may be prepared to do.’’

SECRET AGREEMENTS. 


The irish Government questioned every 
payment that. had been made, except pay- 
ments made in consequence of agreements 
formally ratified by “the two Parliaments. 
They were not going to be bound by secret 
agreements Some Senators said that these 
agreements were not secret. That was easily 
roved. He had examined the matter care- 
ully, and the particular document of 1923 
had never come to his notice until it was 
mentionéd by the British Government in 
their despatch. who claimed that 
the agreeniénts were not secret. cuuld 
prove their case by instancing an occasion 
on which that document, as a whole, had 
been before either the British or the 
Irish Parliament.
